Radical Left Play ed 
Lead in Demonstration

WASHINGTON—The most notorious elements of the radical left 
play ed a major role In turbulent demonstrations held here last 
weekend to protest what they termed “ American ag g ression” in 
South Viet Nam. 
Rep. John Ashbrook, ranking Republican on the House Un- 
American Activ ities Committee, labeled the so-called Assembly of 
Unrepresented People a creature of the ( onimu- 
nist conspiracy . “ Its leaders.” he said on the 
House floor, “ are a *Who’s Who’ of the nation's 
Communist fronters.” Among them: 
Russ Nix on, manag ing editor of the National 
Guardian, a New York weekly cited by Cong ress 
as a Communist org an. Nix on has been identified 
under oath by fiv e witnesses as a Communist 
Party leader. He was conv icted earlier this y ear 
of contempt of Cong ress, a conv iction he is ap­ 
pealing . 
Eric Weinberg er, a leader of the Committee 
for Non-Violent Action, a radical peace g roup 
that has soug ht by “ non-v iolent” means to pre­ 
v ent construction of nuclear submarines and dev elopment of atom 
bombs. As a civ il rig hts demonstrator, Weinberg er has been ar­ 
rested. 
Staug hton Ly nd. Yale professor who has called for “ civ il dis­ 
obedience so persistent and so massiv e” that Ly ndon J ohnson, Rob­ 
ert McNamara. Dean Rusk, and McGeorg e Bundy will be forced to 
resig n. Ly nd has been affiliated with the pro-Peking Prog ressiv e 
Labor Party and the Socialist Workers Party , a g roup cited by the 
Attorney General as subv ersiv e. 
Carl Bloice. an official of the W.E.B. DuBols Clubs, an org ani­ 
zation cited by FBI Director J . Edg ar Hoov er as Communist-con­ 
trolled. Bloice Is a staff writer for People’s World, official West 
Coast org an of the Communist Party . 
Eddie Lemansky , a wheelhorse in the pro-Peking , rev olution— 
now Prog ressiv e Labor Party . Lemansky led a g roup of leftist stu­ 
dents to Castro Cuba in defiance of State Department reg ulations. 
A. J . Muste. an octog enarian pacifist once described by J . Edg ar 
Hoov er as a v eteran Communist fronter. Muste was among a small 
g roup of “ impartial observ ers” in attendance at the 16th National 
Conv ention of the Communist Party in 1957. 
Literature distributed at the Washing ton demonstrations was 
published by the W.E.B. DuBois Clubs, the Prog ressiv e Labor 
Party , the Committee for Non-Violent Action and the Students for 
a Democratic Society , a leftist student g roup. 
A mimeog raphed sheet was circulated urg ing American Neg roes 
not to serv e in the armed serv ices. The broadside, purportedly pre­ 
pared by Mississippi Neg roes, asserted: 
“ 1. No Neg ro should be fig hting in Viet Nam for the white 
man’s freedom until all the Neg ro people are free. 
“ 2. Neg ro boy s should not honor the draft. Mothers should en- 
eourag e their sons not to g o. 
“ 3. We will g ain respect and dig nify as a race onl> by forcing 
the United States g ov ernment and the Mississippi g ov ernment to 
come with g uns, dog s and trucks to take our sons away to fig ht 
and be killed protecting Mississippi, Alabama, (Georg ia, and l^ouisi- 
ana. 
“ 4. No one has a rig ht to ask us to risk our liv es and kill other 
colored people in Santo Doming o and Viet Nam. so that the white 
Americans can g et richer. We will he looked upon as traitors by 
all the colored people of the world if the Neg ro people continue to 
fig ht and die without a cause.” 
Plans for the Washing ton demonstrations were mapped in the 
local office of the Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee, 
ultra-militant civ il rig hts org anization. 
The demonstrations were repudiated, howev er, by Roy Wilkins, 
ex ecutiv e director of the National Association for the Adv ancement 
of Colored People. Wilkins urg ed his followers to boy cott the proj­ 
ect. No more than a handful of Neg roes actually participated in 
the demonstrations.

As 
boy s aren't old enough to concern 
themselv es with girls’ welfare, 
we can ex p ect them to go right 
on using sex as a weap on of 
female conquest whenev er p os­ 
sible. 
If we want our girls p rotected 
against sex conquest, they have 
to be taught how to p rotect them­ 
selves. (And I don’t mean in­ 
struction in the use of contra­ 
cep tives.) 
I mean instruction in the dif­ 
ferent. unequal feminine rig ht: 
The rig ht to make commitment 
in sex ual relationship. 
Suffragette grandmothers have 
made it v ery difficult to make 
this different, feminine right clear 
to today ’s girls. They don’t like 
tc be reminded of the difference 
between male and female. So they 
can’t really take in what Dr. 
Calderone knows and sav s: ‘ Boy s 
can p lay at the game of love 
as they p lay at any other game. 
Girls cannot.’’ As a result, these 
swinging daughters of ours claim 
the “equal right” to p lay at the 
game of love with boy s only to 
discov er they can’t p lay it.

At the touch of a button, in a 
room in the Bureau of Standards 
holding essential data on 25,000 
p otential candidates, the machine 
can p resent a list of p ersons quali­ 
fied, on p ap er, to become assis­ 
tant secretary or administrator or 
ambassador or whatev er. 
Here the human element enters 
in. Actual selection is made by 
the President, and considerations 
other than just a bare resume of 
a career must enter into his judg­ 
ment. Often the comp uter’s list is 
sup p lemented by names 
he has 
in mind or names suggested by 
others. 
Secrecy 
p revails. 
More 
than 
once a “leak” has caused the re­ 
jection of a candidate. The reason 
given is that the President likes 
to make his own choices, without 
benefit of p ress p ublicity . 
Appointees 
Ex amp les of comp uter-located 
ap p ointees include James Wads­ 
worth, to fill a vacancy on the 
Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion: 
Nicholas Katzenbach, ad­ 
vanced to the p ost 
of attorney 
general; retired Adm. William F. 
Raborn, to head the CIA. 
Each 
of these 
ap p ointments 
surp rised the guessers. 
The quest is for quality . Poli­ 


tics p robably carries less weight 
in the President's decisions than 
with any chief ex ecutive befora 
him. He is also a strong believ er 
in rewarding outstanding gov ern­ 
ment workers with p romotion in 
the ranks. 
One-Half 
About half of the President’s 
major ap p ointments hav e come 
from within the gov ernment, the 
rest from law, labor, business and 
the universities. 
Of 10 vacancies that hav e oc­ 
curred in the No. 2 dep artmental 
job of undersecretary , all hav e 
been filled by p romoting some­ 
one already in the p articular de­ 
p artment. 
In the Foreign Sen ice, career 
p ersonnel now hold about three 
out of four of the 116 ambassa­ 
dorial p osts. 
Streamline 
Another goal of the President is 
to streamline the method of hir­ 
ing new emp loy es in the lower 
levels of the government. There 
are about 1.200 hirings a day , 
most of them rep lacements. 
Here, too, “Johnsonization” of 
the government may mean great­ 
er reliance on machines for ev alu­ 
ating a v ariety of comp etitiv e 
tests. The result will be both 
a 
dollar savings to the nation’s tax - 
! p avers and a gain in the com-
